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Honorary Citizen "Pop” 
Cipriano Passes Away 

Greenbelters were saddened to hear of the death of one of 
its favorite sons, Joseph (Pop) Cipriano. The 96-year-old Cipri¬ 
ano died on Saturday, September 21. 


“Pop” was an active citizen of 
Greenbelt from the time of its in¬ 
ception although he lived on Green¬ 
belt Rd., in Glenn Dale. For the 
past 20 years ‘Top” has entered a 
float in the Greenbelt Labor Day 
Parade and Greenbelters will long 
remember him seated serenely in 
his flower-bedecked donkey cart. 
Only the past Labor Day, he won a 
second place trophy. Two years 
ago 'Pop” was honored by the 
festival committee who named him 
co-parade marshal together with 
another 90-year-older, Jerry Good¬ 
in. 

The city also made ‘Pop” an 
honorary citizen of Greenbelt in 
November, 1970, and officially con¬ 
gratulated him again last year on 
his 96th birthday. He was saluted 
by the Golden Age Club with a 
giant, hand-drawn birthday card 
signed by more than 20 members. 

'Pop” came to this area in 1910 
and bought 100 acres of land 
(which still contains the family 
house), on Greenbelt Rd. In his 
youth he had been a metal worker, 
a circus strongman, and a farmer. 
He continued farming, supple¬ 
menting his income by becoming 
a supervisor for county roads. In 
the late 20’s he single-handedly 
made the mud-covered street that 
is now Greenbelt Rd., (but was 
originally Branchville-Glenn Dale 
- Defense Hwy. Rd.) passable dur¬ 
ing the winter months by laying 
tree trunks on the road and cov¬ 
ering them with packed dirt, gra¬ 
vel, and cinders, raising the level 
of the road by three feet 

Later ‘Pop” worked as a carpen¬ 
ter and maintenance worker for 
the city of Greenbelt retiring at 
the age of 72 after an accident to 
his back. 


Cipriano Rd. (formerly Telegraph 
Rd.) has been named for him to 
honor his early achievements in 
road-pioneering. 

‘Pop” is survived by his daugh¬ 
ters, Concetta Weaver, Vincen- 
za Epling, Luigiana Wiley, and 
sons Michael and Nicholas Cipriar- 
no; his sisters, Margherita Fami- 
glietti and Carmela Tarantino and 
brother Rocco Cipriano, with whom 
he had been living. He also is 
survived by 20 grandchildren and 
14 great-grandchildren. Interment 
was at St Mary's Cemetery on 
v 25.

GHI Board Debates Next 
Steps In Energy Crises

A proposal to contact the higher levels of the Federal Health, 
Education and Welfare Department, in order to establish GHTs 
eligibility for energy grants, drew sharp debate among Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. board members at Thursday night’s regular meeting, 
not so much on whether the move was desirable but how to go 
about it. This energy was expended by board members and vis¬ 
itors well after midnight, as a matter of fact, after more than 


a dozen items had been covered. 

Board member Hugh O’Donnell, 
in a report for the Engineering 
and Maintenance committee, first 
reviewed the several fuel-saving 
steps presently being considered, 
such as replacement of original 
windows, installation of emulsifier 
burners, and the Goddard-spon¬ 
sored solar energy project He 
proposed that these steps be car¬ 
ried out with the funds made 
available from the recently ob¬ 
tained mortgage deferral, with 
membership approval, and in co¬ 
ordination with the Long-range 
Planning committee, and he urged 
that they be initiated “as quickly 
as possible”, before the coming 
winter. 

Chairman Jim Smith replied that 
the board needed a concrete 
“package” from O’Donnell's com¬ 
mittee, to present to the member¬ 
ship. A motion by director Ted 
Byerly was passed to have fur¬ 
ther information developed by the 
staff. 

To Invite HUD Official? 

O’Donnell then sparked the early 
morning debate by proposing that 
GHI invite the Assistant Secretary 
of HUD to a meeting, later this 
month, to pave the way for appli¬ 
cation for grants under two re¬ 
cently passed Federal energy 
grants. Smith’s reaction, as well 
as those of interested former 
board members Charles Schwan, 
Nat Shinderman and David Lange, 
was that GHI needed more time 
to prepare its case properly be¬ 
fore making such a contact. 

Director Virginia Moryadas and 
former director Tom White disa¬ 
greed, with Moryadas stating that 
there would be a long lead time in¬ 
volved in getting the grants so that 
action should be taken as soon as 
possible. O’Donnell described the 
HUD official as already having ex¬ 
pressed interest in such a meeting. 

Smith, however, requested the 
manager to obtain copies of the 
Federal Acts in question, and re¬ 
ferred the matter to the Planning 
committee for consideration, 
whereupon O’Donnell brought the 
issue to a vote by moving that the 
HUD official be invited: the mo¬ 
tion failed narrowly, 5-4, Smith's 
being the swing vote. 

Coming Budget Meetings 

The fuel price squeeze had mani¬ 
fested itself earlier in the meeting, 
in comptroller Donald McGinn’s 
summary of the corporation’s sec¬ 
ond quarter operating statements. 
McGinn explained that cash on 
hand was depleted because of the 
high oil prices and increased main¬ 
tenance fuel-saving operations, 
as well as higher taxes. 

These and other related money

ing meetings in October on the cor¬ 
poration budget, according to ma¬ 
nager Roy Breashears, who 
outlined a tentative schedule con¬ 
sisting of three weekly board 
meetings on October 8, 15, and 22 
to set up a budget for 1975, followed 
by two meetings open to members 
on October 27, 28 for discussion. 

Refinancing Problems 

Early in the meeting, the mana¬ 
ger reported that Twin Pines would 
temporarily not be able to finance 
home resales due to low cash on 
hand. An alternative method of 
financing, according to counsel Al¬ 
bert Ginsberg, might be for a seller 
to accept a note from his buyer - 
i.e. become, himself, the mortgage 
holder - on terms acceptable to 
Twin Pines, so that Twin Pines 
could take the note over at a later 
time. The difficulty of financing 
resales has become a problem, re¬ 
sulting in an influx of tenants with 
no financial stake in the corpora¬ 
tion, so that the board passed a 
motion no longer to approve mem¬ 
bers subject to financing; thus 
financing will have to be arranged 
beforehand for a buyer to be ac- 
cepted as a member. 

EPA Appeal 

On a continuing external matter, 
city councilman Tom White repor¬ 
ted that input from citizens and 
GHI had helped to augment re¬ 
quirements imposed by the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency on 
the Greenbriar development in con¬ 
nection with the recently granted 
sewage permit. He suggested that 
GHI should inform EPA that it 
wishes to participate in an appeal 
of the permit initiated by the 
Environment Coalition, Smith 
asked White to attend a coming 
executive board meeting, to help 
firm up a position on the issue. 

Other Matters 

In other internal GHI affairs, 
director Don Volk urged that be¬ 
cause of major changes being con¬ 
templated in the homes (new sid¬ 
ing, window replacement, roofing 
changes) an architect should be 
hired to coordinate plans. How¬ 
ever his motion to do so died for 
lack of a second, and a subsequent 
motion by O’Donnell to bring it up 
at the budget hearings failed by 
3 to 4. The obstacle appeared to 
be the cost of hiring such a con¬ 
sultant. Smith suggested however 
that the Planning committee and 
the Engineering and Maintenance 
committee could look into the idea 
and report back. 

Director Stephen Polaschik ex¬ 
pressed his concern about deter¬ 
iorating conditions in some areas 
of GHI and suggested formally 
that board members each keep an 
eye on a particular area, report¬ 
ing any such conditions to the 
staff. Directors Joseph Comproni 
and O’Donnell felt this was not a 
proper board function, but Schwan 
and White from the floor endorsed 
Polaschik’s proposal as reasonable. 
Smith agreed with Moryadas that 
it could be referred to the Esthet¬ 
ics committee for consideration. 

A formal request from Jim 
Smith as a member, for permis¬ 
sion to add an enclosed porch to 
his free-standing home, was sep¬ 
arately taken up by the board. O f 
Donnell expressed the view that 
the building of additions should 
be temporarily suspended while an 
overall policy was developed, and 
so moved. Other board members 
disagreed, arguing that such a 
policy would be too complex to set 
up and that meanwhile a mora¬ 
torium would work hardships on 
members. O’Donnell also raised 
the question of what board policy 
should be concerning a personal re¬ 
quest by a board member, but a 
motion by Norman Wevel was pasr- 
sed by a large margin to grant 
Smith's request 
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Facts Overlooked 

To the Editor: 

In his enthusiastic support of a 
position he upholds, councilman 
Thomas X. White may overlook 
facts not supportive of that posi¬ 
tion. Such was the case in his 
letter of last \yeek. Some of what 
he neglected to report included: 

L The first public body to lay 
out strict standards for the Green- 
briar sewage treatment plant was 
the Greenbelt city council in its 
resolution of Feb. 7, 1972. Being 
first is not the usual position of 
a “caboose.” 

2. Spelling out strict standards 
was opposed vehemently by Mr. 
White and former couneilwoman 
Rhea Cohen. They preferred out¬ 
right opposition to the plant. Sub¬ 
sequently Mrs. Cohen conceded 
the merits of the city council posi¬ 
tion by urging the State Water Re¬ 
sources Administration to use the 
Greenbriar permit as a “model” for 
other proposed temporary treat¬ 
ment plants. 

3. Standards first set forth by 
the city were later endorsed and 
recommended by Dr. Perry Stearns. 
County Health Officer, for inclusion 
in the County’s Ten Year Water 
and Sewer Plan. 

4. The three point's that Mr. 
White advocated be used as the 
ba*sis of the city’s requesting EPA 

to hold an adjudicatory hearing_ 

requiring nitrogen removal, assur¬ 
ing virus inactivation and consid¬ 
ering alternatives other than a 
temporary plant had been ad ¬ 
vanced by the city at hearings and 
in official statements to EPA, NA - 
SA and the State Water Resources 
Administration. 

5. . Nitrogen removal evidently 
was not deemed essential by EPA 
and WRA, the permit granting 
agencies. Virus inactivation, they 
seemed to believe, would be ac¬ 
complished by a process first .w' 
fled officially by the Greenbelt city 
council. 

6. The wav is still open for the 
city to participate in the adjudi 
catory hearing. All the council 
has concluded so far is fhnt it wifi 
not join in an appeal with a pri¬ 
vate group until it has s-en what 
that group proposes to submit.

GHI Delays Turning on Heat 

Open Letter to GHI Members-: 

Understandably the cold snap of 
the past few days has provoked 
many calls from members asking 
ior neat. Anticipating the warm¬ 
ing trend that is now beginning to 
be felt, the Board of Directors de¬ 
cided it would not authorize the 
heat being turned on for the few 
unseasonably cold days. The Board 
made its decision knowing that it 
meant some discomfort, but know¬ 
ing, also, that many gallons of 
fuel oil will be saved by not 
turning on the heat prematurely. 

To turn on the heat in all the 
plants t$nit GHI has takes about 
a day and a half - to shut them 
down again about a day. Any use 
of the plants unnecessarily means 
cutting into our oil allocation. 
What we save now we can burn 
later. If the winter is more se¬ 
vere than usual our allocation 
will not be sufficient for our needs. 
In that case, we should be able 
to obtain more oil - but at a price 
per gallon much higher than we 
are paying or will pay for our en¬ 
tire allocation. 

We ask that you bear with us. 
Of course, special arrangements 
for heat will be made in the few' 
cases w'here there is genuine need, 
such as in the case of severe ill¬ 
ness.
